D2 disclosed preparation of preserved fish product D3 
described a minced fish sausage and preparation thereof. 

Claims 1-10 meet the Novelty requirement imder POT Article 33(2). 

The subject-matter of Claims 1-10 meet the Inventive step requirement imder PCT Article 33(2). Documents 
1-3 did not describe using the minced cephalopod aquatic meat as binding agent, which mixing with fish as main 
material to produce the ham, and thus the subject-matter of Claims 1-10 have prominent substantive features which 
are non-obvious to the skilled person of the art. 

It would appear that the subject-matter of Claims 1-10 are industrially applicable, and therefore meet the 
reuirement of Ariticle 33(4)PCT. 
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
